However, when new schedules 
were adopted last June to ad- 
just the demand to the sum- 
mer vacations in schools and 
the drop in industrial employ- 
ment, there was a net reduction 
of 124 trips. ‘Thus, the com- 
pany took off 124 trips at the 
beginning of summer but is re- 
storing only 49 at the 
ning of fall, for a net loss of 75 
trips. 

The company spokesman said 
there had been increases and 
decreases in the number of daily 
trips during the summer period, 
making it impossible to draw an 
accurate comparison between 
last June and the situation that 
will prevail after Sept. 5. He 
expressed the opinion that the 
actual decline in trips would be 
not more than about 64. 

He added that if and when 
the usual seasonal pick-up in 
employment appears, with a con- 
sequent rise in riding demand, 
the company will add trips to 
its schedules. Under the union’ 
contract it is easier to add trips 
to runs than to subtract them, 
he said. 

There will be no layoffs as a 
result of the forthcoming reduc- 
tion in trips, he said, although 
there will be more men on the 
“extra board.” These operators 
get employment whenever the 
regularly assigned operators are 
ill or late to work.

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Appeals Court Says’ Ex:

NEW YORK, Aug. 27 (UP) — 
The United States Court of Ap- 
peals today reversed the treason 
conviction of former Army Staff 
Sgt. John David Provoo. Provoo 
is under sentence of life impris- 
onment and a $10,000 fine. 

The three-judge court ruled 
that Provoo had been tried in 
the wrong federal court district 
and that the jury had been 
plainly prejudiced by the Gov- 
ernment’s introduction of ir- 
relevant testimony regarding 
homosexuality. 

The court by unanimous de- 
cision ordered the judgment re- 
versed and the case “remanded 
The case cost 
the Government $1,000,000. 

The appeals decision, written 
by Judge Thomas W. Swann was 
concurred in by Judges Harold 
R. Medina and John M. Harlan.

Provoo, a native of San Fran- 
cisco, who spent several prewar 
years studying in Japan for the 
Buddhist priesthood, was con- 
victed of going over to the Jap- 
anese after his capture on Cor- 
regidor in the Philippines in 
World War IJ. It was charged 
he contributed to the death of 
Army Capt. Burton C. Thomp- 
son of Swea City, Ia., during 
the imprisonment and made 
propaganda broadcasts for the 
Japanese.

15 SOVIET WARSHIPS SEEN

LONDON, Aug. 27 (AP)—A 
Soviet naval force of three 
cruisers and 12 destroyers has

The country has had to borrow 
$80,000,000 from the United 
States Federal Reserve Bank, 
putting up national gold re- 
serves as collateral. The loan 
falls due on Oct. 23. The Treas- 
ury also owes the Export-Import 
Bank $200,000,000. 

Since the first of the year 
money in circulation has been 
increased by 8.5 per cent and 
living costs have shot up 22 per 
cent. They may rise even faster 
due to blanket salary increases 
Vargas decreed in June.

jn reference to the new tax bill; 
Mr. Eisenhower said the total amount 
of tax reduction would be seven Dil- 
lion dollars and that 90 to 95 per 
cent of the population of the United 
States would benefit to the extent 
of $821,000,000. So the other 5 to 10 
per cent of the population would re- 
ceive the remaining six billion dol- 
lars, but the President did not call 
attention to this percentage. After 
accounting for who would get less 
than a billion dollars he just didn’t 
say who was to get the six billion 
dollars. 

However, the $375,000,000 he said 
the farmers would receive wasn’t any 
actual reduction at all. He stated, 
“All of you (farmers) will get a more 
liberal write-off of the cost of new 
equipment, twice the amount now al- 
lowed in the first year. This will 
save $375,000,000." That only means 
that the full depreciation will come 
a little sooner than under the present 


plan. 

Eliminating this $375,000,000, we 
will have 90 to 95 per cent of the 
population receiving $446,000,000 and 
the 5 to 10 per cent of the. high- 
bracket boys receiving $6,500,000,600. 

The $10,000,000 that Mr. Eiser.- 
hower says the farmers would receive 
will just about amount to $1 for each 


farmer. Quite a saving all in one 
year.

Contact Through | Trade 


Despite some congressional efforts to make 
‘East-West trade a political issue of monstrous 
proportions, the Eisenhower Administration has 
opened new channels for commerce with the 
Soviet bloc. 

Secretary of Commerce Weeks cut the list of 
trade goods embargoed by the United States by 
a third or more. And Harold Stassen, foreign aid 
chief, ly relaxed Washington’s restrictions 
on Red trade from friendly nations receiving 
United States aid. , 

No doubt Senator McCarthy and the one-way 
street crowd will criticize these measures and 
contend that the Administration is appeasing 
Russia. But Secretary Weeks has given the most 
realistic appraisal of what the new orders mean. 

Mr. Weeks doubts that there will be any sud-' 
den sharp increase in trade with the Soviet bloc. 
This trade declined somewhat last year. It will 
be far from wide open now. War materials are 
still barred from it. And there is a limit to what 
the Communist countries have to offer the West 
in return for more trade. 

But if the new trade measures do not improve 
commerce sharply, they may at least improve 
our own relations with a number of countries. 

Britain has tried energetically to get us to re- 
lax the embargo. At Caracas, the Latin American 
states criticized North American interference 
with their trade behind the Iron Curtain. Our 
allies observed that the new Washington policy 
of trade, not aid, seemed to mean less aid and 
no more trade, and they asked why they could 
not trade’ more with the East if they could not 
trade with us. / 

There is, however, an even more fundamental 
reason for permitting better trade relations be- 
tween the free world and the Communist bloc. 
It was expressed by Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill in his June appeal for peaceful coex- 
istence. He urged “the magnification of exchange 
of goods and services,” and said: 


. 


Nothing is more likely to bring about a 
modification of the rigorous Russian sys- 
tem than to bring about contacts between 
the Russian people and the people of the 
Western world. 


Is this a fond hope or a practical prediction? 
Winston Churchill is not known as an appeaser 
or mere theoretician. Only time can prove his 
assumption. But at least the experiment can be 
made, in the interests of a coexistence far more 
peaceful than that we now experience. 

By opening the way to better trade, the Weeks- 
Stassen announcements ought to serve to put the 
McCarthy bloc in its place at home. In attempt- 
ing to make a political apparition out of East- 
West trade, Senator McCarthy has even called 
for the defeat of candidates who support such 
trade. A candidate who supports the Administra- 
tion on trade cannot be on McCarthy’s side. His 
side is somewhere well out on a political limb. 
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Silver-Lined Dust Storms 

It is a long time since we have written a 
“silver lining” piece. Those clouds, national and 
international, we have been able to look into 
recently were just about as black—or gray—in- 
side as out. But to dwell on them would only de- 
lay announcement of a really happy discovery. 

The drouth, which has been ruining farmers, 
killing vegetation and wildlife, and letting the 
wind blow the good soil of Missouri and Kansas 
and Oklahoma along the gutters of Olive street, 
has been a blessing—in part. 

You may have noticed that most of your hay- 
fever friends are enjoying a pleasant summer. 
Reason? The drouth has been every bit as hard 
on ragweed as on corn. That’s why, an eminent 
researcher tells us, there has been little pollina- 
tion and, naturally, little sneezing. 

Tpe drouth may be a high price for the com- 
fort of sneezers; but since it is beyond control 
may they enjoy its relief to the full. 
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Brazilian Reds Put on Old Act 

Only 60,000 of Braril’s 54,000,000 population 
are Communists but they have been working 
hard to make the most out of the turmoil that 
followed the resignation and death of President 
Vargas. While they evidently had no part in the 
ouster of Vargas, they have been behind much 
of the sporadic ri that included demonstra- 
tions in front of United States consulates. All 
over the globe their tactics have been to arouse 
nationalism and, as in Brazil now, to channel it 
against the United States no matter how devious 
the course. Many Brazilians, particularly the 
peasants, greatly admired Vargas, so the Reds 
have been attributing the ouster and death of 
the benevolent dictator to machinations of the 
United States, There is no shred of evidence to 
substantiate these charges. After their emotions 
subside the Brazilian populace will surely take 
this into consideration. If so, the Communists 
will find they have lost more ground than they 
gained. 


Referee for Pilots and Company 

The National Mediation Board is to be con- 
gratulated for the part it played in halting 
the costly 23-day strike of the 1200 pilots and 
co-pilots employed by American Airlines, the 
nation’s largest passenger carrier. The big 
question of whether pilots are to be scheduled to 
fly more than eight hours on transcontinental 
nonstop flights remains to be settled. 

It rests in the hands of one of the nation’s 
leading arbitrators in labor management dis- 
putes, David L. Cole, who resigned as head of 
the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service 
in March 1953. He will hold hearings and submit 
his recommendations which it is to be hoped 
will serve as a basis for settlement of the contro- 
versy. It is greatly to be regretted that the 
American Airlines and the Air Line Pilots As- 
sociation did-not agree on this procedure in th 
first plate. , 

Meanwhile the Civil Aeronautics Bureau, 
which promulgates safety regulations and inves- 
tigates aircraft accidents, is reported to be near- 
ing the end of a study of safety factors involved 
in flights of more than eight continuous hours 
duration. It may well be that the C.A.B.'s find- 
ings, if made before Mr. Cole submits his recom- 
mendations, will play a major part in reaching 
a final settlement. - 

The C.A.B. had a part in the beginning of the 
dispute, Last June, by a 8 to 2 decision, it lifted 
the 23-year-old rule against airline pilots being 
scheduled to fly more than eight hours. It al- 
lowed American, which began coast-to-coast non- 
stop flights last November, and United and 
Transworld Airlines, to schedule east-to-west 
flights of 8 hours and 35 minutes duration. The 
pilots, pointing out that many of these flights 
took more than that time because of the pre- ' 
vailing winds from the west, made an issue on 
the basis of safety, asserting the pilots became 
too fatigued to fly with adequate efficiency. 
They asked the United States Court of Appeals, 
New York, to stay the C.A.B. decision. The court 
refused. The pilots then walked out despite a 
contract that has several months to run 
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With passenger plane speeds increasing with 
almost every new model, the dispute over the 
eight-hour flying day may become purely aca- 
demic within five years. Right now, however, 
there seems to be more than a little reason for 
thinking that there is a bit of “featherbedding” 
in the air. 
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Somebody for the Expressway 

It is a rather novel experience to find some- 
body organizing for an expressway. Organizations 
against expressways spring up at the drop of a 
blueprint, showing a remarkable magnetic attrac- 
tion for any route proposed. 

But now ‘we are happy to note that residents 
of western St. Louis county are banding together 
to urge the State Highway Department to go 
ahead with its plans for extending the Daniel 
Boone highway from the present Brentwood ter- 
minus to a connection with the Express Highway 
just east of Skinker. Opponents of the route, 
residents of Richmond Heights, are organizing 
on the other side, as is their undoubted right. 

What we should like to see next is an organi- 
zation in favor of the proposed expressway com- 
posed of people who live in Richmond Heights. 

If this seems like a preposterous suggéstion, 
on the ground that people always fight express- 
ways through their own neighborhoods, it de- 
serves a second thought. 

The fact is that the Daniel Boone expressway 
will be as useful and convenient to Richmond 
Heights residents as it is to people Jiving farther 

. west. Those families living along the immediate 
route, whose homes will be bought by the state 
in order to clear the right of way, do have an 
understandable objection to the project. Their 
plight is unfortunate but unavoidable. Express- 
ways can’t be driven through built-up suburbs 
without causing dislocation and inconvenience 
for somebody. j 

Other citizens of Richmond Heights, however, 
would benefit. They themselves would have a 
faster, safer route to downtown Sf. Louis, and 
they would gain immensely by the transfer of 
through traffic from the congested surface 
streets of their community to a soundly engi- 
neered, limited-access throughway. If these peo- 
ple know their own interests, they will support 
the expressway plan. 
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Housing for the Elderly. 

The idea of designating one St. Louis public- 
housing project expressly for childless couples 
or elderly persons—especially the elderly— 
certainly makes sense. 

For one thing, older persons can get by on 
less space, and that could mean more units for 
the available money. Site selection is simpler, 
too, sincé there is no need to consider proximity 
to schools and playgrounds. 

Experience in other urban areas has demon- 
strated a very real need for this special type of 
accommodation. The St. Louis Housing Au- 
thority’s current survey to determine how many 
older persons here would be eligible for public 
housing is likely to turn up a similar if not 
greater need. 

The quicker that survey is complete, the 
quicker goals can be set and work begun to 
reach them. Some six months have elapsed 
since Mayor Tucker first suggested that some 
low-rent units might be set aside for this pur- 
pose, and in that time the elderly have not 
been growing any younger. 
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Helpful Letter in Hopeless Cause? 

Adlai Stevenson has written to French Pre- 
mier Mendes-France in favor of EDC, and the 
letter has been praised by both President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of State Dulles. This may 
represent a strengthening of the bipartisan for- 
eign policy in Washington. But it is doubtful that 
the letter has had much effect in Paris. 

Even if EDC is presented as the “safe” alter- 
native to an independently rearmed Germany, it 
seems to have no thance in the debate starting in 
the Palais Bourbon on Saturday. The Gaullist 
deputies have always been outspokenly against 
the proposed international army, A considerable 
section of the Radical Socialists, headed by the 
now almost legendary Herriott, remains opposed. 
The French Communists, of course, are against 
any strengthening of Europe's anti-Russian mili- 
tary forces. And now a caucus of Socialists, the 
party most favorably disposed toward the ar- 
rangement, has voted against it by a narrow 
margin. 

Some commentators are now suggesting that 
Mendes-France approached EDC with tongue in 
cheek, if not with downright dishonesty. This 
seems grossly unfair. He did not create this op- 
position. It has been active in France so long 
that none of his predecessors, no matter how 
they talked in favor of EDC, dared bring the 
subject to the floor of the Chamber of Deputies. 

Mendes-France asked his cabinet associates to 
work out a compromise formula which might be 
acceptable; then he tried to persuade the other 
EDC nations to accept this, but they refused-to 
agree to even a compromise with the compro- 
mise. Only time can tell whether they were wise 
or not. The French premier deserves credit for, 
his effort. 

Meanwhile no letter from the United States is 
likely to change the situation. Perhaps the eight- 
‘power conference, said to be planned in case of 
French refusal to ratify EDC, could bring about 
a change of attitude in France. But surely Mem- 
des-France is not to be reviled because, after 
years of uncertainty, he is forcing the issue. 

His determination could be the prelude to an 
acceptable solution. It will at least prevent fur- 
ther basing of policy on a false hope. 
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Two Generals on News Editing 
Slowly but surely the Army seems to be get- 
ting a better understanding of what news is 
and how to handle it. Two generals, Withers 
A. Burress, commander of the First Army, and

What is jazz? It is often confused 
with blues and ragtime, since it takes 
both for its material, but blues and 
rags are forms of music, whereas jazz 
is a way of playing music. Music of 
the most improbable assortment came 
together in one synthesis and there 
exp into jazz. 

Into the melting pot of jazz went 
melodies of French quadrilles, polkas, 
and waltzes; the music and instrumenta- 
tion of the marching brass band; 
Spanish tamgos; rhythms and tunes of 
Spanish America 
and the Caribbean 
and Africa; memo- 
ries of the French 

House; and 
United States Negro 
spirituals, ch ants, 
hollers, and shouts. 

Jazz came into ex- 
istence three quar- 
ters of a century ago, but so gradually 
and so anonymously that its origins 
are as full of mystery as its music. Its 
birthplace was New Orleans, the most 
French and the most cultivated of 
United States cities of that day, and at 
the same time the one spot on the 
North American continent most strongly 
permeated with the primitive culture of 
the West African Gold Coast. 

The first jazz was almost exclusively 
rhythmic, having sprung from the drum- 
head. The small drum, made from 
bamboo, was called the bamboula, and 
gave its name to an African dance.

After the drums came the banjo. 
Then tuba, cornet, clarinet, and trom- 
bone were added to the jazz band. 
Guitar, string bass, and piano became 
parts of the ensemble later.

From Red Lights to Europe 


In the opening years of the present 
century, the showboats that were re- 
placing the packets on the inl rivers 
carried jazz wherever a paddle-wheel 
turned. Johnny St. Cyr’s banjo and 
Louis Armstrong’s trumpet and Baby 
Dodds’ drum went.on the showboats— 
the Capitol, the Sidney, the St. Paul— 
up the Mississippi to Memphis, Cairo, 
St. Louis, Davenport (from which the 
great jazz cornetist Bix Beiderbecke was 
to come), and St. Paul. The showboats 
turned off the Mississippi to follow the 
Ohio to Pittsburgh, the Missouri to 
Kansas City and Omaha. 


By then, jazz’s big break had come. A 
new music needs a new audience with 
taste unconventional enough to appre- 
ciate it, and with money free enough 
to support it in the style to which it 
ought to become accustomed. Jazz 
found such an audience in New Orleans 
in brothels, as ragtime found it in the 
‘Missouri towns of Sedalia and St. Louis. 


After the red lights of Storyville had - 


burned hot. and bright for 20 years, it 
was closed by order of Secretary of the 
Navy Josephus Daniels, shortly before 
the United States’ entry into the First 
World War, because of its proximity 
to a naval base.

Those Aliens in Washington

WASHINGTON. 


E INHABITANTS of the national capital who are old enough 
to vote have become the goats in another comedy of errors. 
It’s the sort of thing that has happened so often as we here 
have tried to join the union of states, to get naturalized and 
become full-fledged American citizens, so that we,»could vote’ and 


manage our own affairs. 


This latest comedy of errors 
revolved ahout a small matter. 
be ag a that Congress 

sse et us vote in 
elections for A toot 
delegates tothe = #. 
national con- 
ventions of the 
two major par- 
ties. 

But we are 
denied even 
that. President 
Eisenhower ve- 
toed the igll 
for what he 
considered good 
reasons that 
will be dis- 
cussed later. 

All Congress was trying to 
give us was a third- or fourth- 
hand vote, a very diluted fran- 
chise. In such a primary as 
contemplated we could vote for 
delegates to the. national con- 
vention of the party of our 
choice. Ordinarily such dele- 
gates are hand-picked by local 
party bosses. The District of 
Columbia has three votes at na- 
tional conventions, putting the 
national capital in a class with 
the Virgin Islands, Puerto Rico 
and other possessions. 


One Slap After Another. 


But that by-proxy participa- 
tion in national conventions 
would be all we could get. In 
the presidential election itself 
we who are citizens of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and do not 
have residences in any state— 
and there. are hundreds ‘of 
thousands of us—cannot vote for 
President, or anybody else. 

It is not strange therefore 
that those of us in that category 
are lumped together ‘with aliens 
in a report just issued by the 
United States Census Bureau on 
the number of eligible voters in 
the country. That is proper. 
We are aliens—in a land that 
boasts of its democracy. We are 
distinctly not eligible to vote. 

We took this last slap in the 
face on top of others we get 
constantly. Among them is tax- 
ation without representation.

No Voice on Taxes. 


Congress has just imposed 
some new local taxes on us vote- 
less citizens here. This is not to 
argue whether they were needed 
or just; but we had absolutely 
no say about the taxes, and will 
have nothing to say about how 
the money is spent. We have 
federal taxes, too, like every- 
body else, and we had no rep- 
resentation in the assessment of 
those in the new federal revenue 
act. 

For we have no representa- 


tives in Congress, which legis- 
lates for us and is, in effect, our 
city council. Congress neces- 
sarily can give us and our af- 


“| fairs very scant attention. It 
‘|has job enough with national 


problems and with problems of 


_| the constituencies of its mem- 


bers back home. The eoncern

The administration of govern- 
ment in our national capital is 
by three commissioners who are 
appointed by the President. We 
have no voice in their selection, 
nor any control over them. 


Far-Fetched Reasoning. 


To get back to the primary 
election measure—the President 
vetoed it because of a provision 
that exempted Federal Govern- 
ment employes here from the 
Hatch Act so far as participation 
in that primary is concerned. 


The Hatch Act, if you have 
forgotten, forbids Government 
employes from taking an active 
part in politics, though they can 
vote like anybody else if eli- 
gible. The President’s argument 
was that exemption of the 7 per 
cent of Government workers 
who live in the national capital 
would be unfair to the 93 per 
cent who work elsewhere and 
would not be exempted.

Unfortunately we here have 
no influence on Congress, for 
its members are not dependent 
on us for their votes. The only 
way to move Congress is for 
the folks back home, whose na- 
tional capital this is also, to let 
their representatives know that 
they would like to see justice 
done to citizens of the national 
capital. 

That's why this voteless res!i- 
dent harps on this subject every 
so often, for which pardon is 
hereby asked.

CHURCHMEN DISCUSS 
RELIGION IN SCHOOLS 


Demand for Christian In- 
struction in Public Schoo} 
Classrooms Starts Debate. , 


EVANSTON, IIl., Aug. 27 (AP) 
-— Demands that the World 
Council of Churches urge 
Christian education in the pub- 
lic schools stirred a’ mild and 
indecisive flurry of debate to- 
day. 

The proposal came from 
Canon R. K. Naylor, an Angli- 
can of Montreal, Canada, as 
delegates were discussing a pro- 
gram for expanding Christianity 
through evangelism. 

“Where Christian education is 
not given in our day schools,” 
said Canon Naylor, “there is 
one-sided education.” 

Dr. Reuben Nelson, general 
secretary of the American Bap- 
tist Convention, said he was “a 
bit disturbed” by the proposal. 

“There is a constant struggle 
in this country to have some 

sort of religious instruction in 
our schools,” he said. “I would 
hate to have the World Council 
say that it is in favor of having 
religious instruction introduced 
in the public schools of this 
country.” 

The suggestion was referred 
to a committee, for a later re- 
port on the subject. 

Commends Report. 

However, the assembly voted 
to commend the general evan- 
gelism report to the churches, 
with the chance an opinion on 
religious instruction in schools 
would be added. 

The basic issue, said Dr. Henry 

Van Dusen, president of 
Union Theological Seminary, 
New York, is one of method of 
providing the religious instruc- 
tion. 

“The exclusion of it is a de- 
nial that God is important in 
truth,” he said. 

Charles P. Taft, of Cincinnati, 
Episcopalian, called the subject 
a “very difficult and compli- 
cated” one, and added: “It seems 
to me clear that it is impossible 
to state in any brief way the 
feeling of the assembly on this.” 

Methodist Bishop G. Bromley 
Oxnam, of Washington, termed 
the issue one of “fundamental 
importance.” 

He said if the council de- 
manded inclusion of Christian 
education in schools, the Jewish 
and Buddist faiths could also 
request their religion be _ in- 
cluded in the public school pro- 
gram. 

In the evangelism report, com- 
mended to the churches for 
study, the council: 

Urged Christian churches 
around the world to work to- 
gether in trying to win con- 
verts among the millions o 
non-Christians. / 

Asked the churches to step 
up their evangelizing cam- 
paigns in the face of competi- 
tion from Communism and re- 
ligion linked to nationalism. 

To Be Sent to Churches. 

The committee chairman, 
Bishop R. C. Raines of Indianap- 
olis, submitted it to the dele- 
gates with the recommendation 
that they send it to their 
churches. The delegates repre- 
sent 163 denominations in 48 
countries. 

Member churches — their 
flocks total about 170,000,000 
persons —~ were urged to beam 
the Gospel to workers and in- 
tellectuals outside their folds. 

The report deplored divisions 
within Christianity and called 
on the varying denominations 
to “strive for unity” and “in- 
creasingly work together’ to 
bring the Gospel to the whole 
world.” 

Christians were asked to 
“boldly cross” caste, class, racial 
or other “barriers.” 

The report also suggested that 
“wherever they encounter social 
injustice, they do battle for its 
redress.” :

SAYS CADET UPRISING 


SHRED CUATENAL 


The Rev. Leo C. Brown Tells 
of Near-Panic in 
Capital. 


An atmosphere of tension and 
fear permeated Guatemala City 
for three days during the abor- 
tive attempt of several Guate- 
malan army officers to seize 
contro] of the government, the 
Rev. Leo C. Brown, S. J., direc- 
tor of St. Louis University’s In- 
stitute of Social Order, said to- 
day in describing the so-called 
cadet uprising Aug. 2. 

Father Brown, well-known 
labor mediator, was in Guate- 


mala City when students from 
the military school attacked a 
detachment of President Carlos 
Castillo Armas’s Liberation 
Army with machine guns and 
mortars. 


The attack, prompted osten- 
sibly by an incident in a night- 
club between three cadets and 
a group of soldiers from the 
Liberation Army, was used as 
a springboard to seize control 
of Castillo’s junta by a group of 
high-ranking officers of the Na- 
tional Army, the priest said. 
The National Army had nomin- 
ally resisted Castillo’s Libera- 
tion Army during the revolution 
but was largely sympathetic 
toward the rebel anti-Communist 
cause. 

Father Brown, who was stop- 
ping over in Guatemala City on 
his way to visit Jesuit missions 
in Honduras, said residents of 
the .capitol were in a state of 
near-panic when news of the 
fighting reached them. They 
feared a return to the bloody, 
oppresive rule of the type known 
under Communist-backed Presi- 
dent Jacobo Arbenz. 

Despite radio reports that the 
battle was simply a clash be- 
tween cadets and soldiers, “there 
was a feeling the incident was 
being used to disarm the Libera- 
tion Army and seize the govern- 
ment,” the priest related. This 
feeling was strengthened when 
all air flights were grounded, 
highways were reported blocked 
and a.- strict curfew was en- 
forced. 

Although Father Brown be- 
lieved he was “trapped” in the 
city, all cross-country busses 
operating out of Guatemala 
City were running on schedule, 
he learned when order was re- 
stored. 

Amid conflicting .news reports 
that the situation was under 
control and then that Castillo 
had lost control of the govern- 
ment, shopkeepers closed iron 
shutters across their windows 
and citizens deserted the streets 
at nightfall, he said. 

Sporadic demonstrations in fa- 
vor of Castillo were held but 
there was no violence, he said. 

“I spent most of my time in 
the streets, trying to talk to 
everyone I could,” Father 
Brown related, adding that he 
was “as safe on the street as 
anywhere.”

to Compromise 


On World Assembly Main Theme 


Debate Postponed—If Agreement Can’t Be 


Reached, Council 


Will Substitute a 


Statement of Differences.

EVANSTON, Ill, Aug. 27 — 
The Second Assembly of the 
World Council of Churches has 

mn unable to agree on the 
meaning of its main theme, 
“Christ — the Hope of the 
World.” 


Debate over a proposed state- 
ment of explanation of the 
theme was postponed yesterday 
to give the committee in charge 
more time to try to compose dif- 
ferences. Further discussion by 
the 600 delegates is tentatively 
scheduled for today or tomor- 
row. 


Bishop: Hanns Lilje of Han- 
over, Germany, chairman of the 
special committee to draft the 
“statement on the main theme,” 
had two choices open to him. 
He may continue efforts, as he 
was doing yesterday, to frame 
a statement acceptable to all 
groups, or he may abandon the 
effort altogether and merely re- 
cite what the main differences 
are. This statement of the dif- 
ferences of opinion would be 
sent out to the churches with 
the 5l-page document on hope 
drawn up in advance of the as- 
sembly. 


Main Disagreement. 
“The sharpest disagreement,” 
Bishop Lilje said, “is over the 
question as to whether Christ- 
ianity exclusively primariy pro- 
claims an other-wordly and fu- 
ture hope, or whether its wit- 
ness to this hope is primarily 

relevant for the present.” 


He pointed out that his com- 
mittee was trying to reconcile 
theological differences among 
163 different churches from 50 
countries represented in the 
World Council, 

A general criticism of the 
long report on hope, Bishop 
Lilje said, is that it “is too 
theological and not sufficiently 
common in its language.” 

“An even stronger criticism,” 
he added, “is that the report 
does not make clear enough 
how the hope of Christians is 
their most compelling motive for 
acting in this world. Statements 
on the hope of the Church are 
incomplete as long as they do 
not lead to clear ethical deci- 
sions.” 

One significant change al- 
ready has been made by dele- 
gates in the statement as drawn 
by Bishop Lilje’s group. The 
change involved only one word, 
but it showed the jealousy with 


which member churches hold 
their own independence of the 
World Council. 

The last sentence of the pro- 
posed statement had read: “The 
statement of Christian hope is 
forwarded to the churches for 
their study, prayer and obedi- 
ence.” 2 

Delegates Quickly pounced on 
that word “obedience” and 


changed it to “encouragement.” 
The action on the part of the 
delegates was a sharp reminder 
to leaders of the World Council 
that their international organiza- 
tion is an advisory body only, 
and has absolutely no authority 
over the member churches. 


Split Comes to Light. 

An East-West split came to 
light in the two-day debate over 
Christian hope. 

The Orthodox churches of the 
East are inclined to emphasize 
the second coming of Christ and 
the supernatural nature of the 
Kingdom of God, while Western 
churches emphasize more strong- 
ly their hopes of this world. 


Orthodox churches also hold a 
more exalted view of the Church 
—of their own church—than 
Western Protestant bodies. 

The longest statement made 
so far in this discussion was a 
prepared document entitled “The 
Declaration of the Orthodox 
Delegates Concerning the Main 
Theme of the Assembly.” 


The statement was written by 
Prof. George D. Florovsky of 
New York, Orthodox delegate, 
and was read to the assembly by 
Orthodox Archbishop Michael of 
New York, who has been elected 
a president of the World Council. 

Archbishop Michael armounced 
that Orthodox delegates could 
not accept the revised statement 
of Bishop Lilje’s committee and 
therefore would abstain in the 
vote on the main theme state- 
ment. . 

Rejecting any responsibility 
for the 5l-page advisory report, 
the Archbishop said’ it leads to 
“interpretations which cannot be 
accepted from the standpoint of 
the Orthodox Church.” 

Communism Condemned. 

The last paragraph of the Or- 
thodox dissent condemns Com- 
munism as one of the current 
“false hopes” of men, and de- 
clares that the “true basis for 
hope” lies only in the Orthodox 
Church. 

This paragraph reads: 

“Finally, we do not believe that 

the analysis of raise hopes given 
in the report (Long report) is 
adequate and complete. False 
doctrines, which are mentioned 
in ,the report, especially that of 
Communist, threaten the whole 
of human existence, threaten 
human personality as such. All 
of these de-humanize life. It is 
this aspect of false hopes with 
which the Church is primarily 
concerned. The danger for man 
which these false doctrines pre- 
sent appears to be sorely under- 
estimated in the report. If we 
seek at the present time, in our 
troubled and distorted world, a 
true basis for human hope, we 
must profess emphatically that 
it is only in the church of God, 
holy, catholic and apostolic, that 
this basis can be found, since the 
Church is the ‘pillar and ground 
of truth.’”

Controlling stock was owned 
by the family of the late Mark 
C, Steinberg, investment broker, 
they also Owned controlling 
stock in the Fulton Iron Works. 
Property of the Fulton com- 
pany, which had operated here 
for 100 years, was sold to Wag- 
ner Electric Co. last year. 


The Medart Co. has been for 
sale for the last two years, it 
was said, and efforts were made 
to’ sell the property to a firm 
that would continue St. Louis 
operations. 

Another division of the com- 
pany, Fred’ Medart Products, 
Inc., which manufactures gym- 
nasium equipment, was not sald 
and will remain in operation, 
This plant is located on the west 
side of DeKalb.

EW threats to family life are more serious than alcohol- 
k ism, and it seems to be more frequent every year among 

husbands and even more conspicuously, among wives. 
Most of the letters that come to me, however, are from 
wives who want to know how to deal with this difficulty in 
their husbands. 

Mrs. E. is one of the most recent to write me. “I am 

* especially grateful to you,” she says, “for telling us some- 
thing about alcoholism, because so many families I know 
are being ruined by it. But I don’t like the position some 
authorities take that alcoholism is a disease. This makes it 
too easy for any weak man to alibi himself. Hé wouldn't 
be blamed if he had polio, he alleges, so why should he be 
blamed if he is an alcoholic? I think there is a big dif- 
ference.” .

SO DO I, Mrs. E., and one of the newest books on the 
subject, “Management of the Mind,” goes along with you. 
It is written by Edward J. McGoldrick Jr. A, brilliant lawyer 
who was himself alcoholic, McGoldrick succeeded in curing 
himself’ And has for years been in charge of a New York 
city municipal institution called Bridge House, where he 
has dealt with 5000 alcoholics and has salvaged 66 per cent 
of them, an extraordinary record. His book (Houghton 
Mifflin Co., Boston, $3) discusses his methods in detail. 

He thinks as you.do, that alcoholism is not properly a 
disease but one of the many symptoms of nervous instabil- 
ity, and he lays out a 17-point program for conquering this 
and other compulsions. One important poiht he makes is 
that the alcoholic’s problem is not simply to stop drinking. 
It is to build a better, richer, fuller, happier life in every

NEW YORK, Aug. 27. 

S YOU chuckle over your 

favorite comic strips in to- 

day’s newspaper, millions of 
people all over'‘the world will 
be enjoying your favorites with 
you. Translated into many lan- 
guages and dialects, American 
comic strips are today printed 
in countless newspapers from 
Stanleyville in the Belgian Con- 
go to Reykjavik in Iceland and 
from Istanbul in Turkey to Ma- 
nila in the Philippines. 

All oyer the globe they’re 
laughing over the hilarious 
home life of Blondie and Dag- 
wood. Li’l Abner and Daisy Mae 


and the other assorted residents _ 


of Dogpatch are as familiar to 
readers of Central and South 
American papers as they are to 
readers of The Post-Dispatch. 
Donald Duck is translated into 
Chinese. Mandrake the Magician 
entertains subscribers to the 
Fookien Times in Manila: and 
last week started appearing in 
a newspaper in Moradabad, In- 
dia. The newspaper Vjesnik in 
Zagreb, Yugoslavia, will this 
Sunday introduce Prince VYal- 
ijant and Le Journal D’Algiers 
in Algeria will soon start Walt 
—" Treasury of Classic 
ales. 


“American comics and comic 
page features are today sold 
every place but back of the 
iron curtain,” says foreign sales 
director John A. Brogan Jr. of 
King Features Syndicate, the 
largest distributor of American 
comics abroad. “Back of the iron 
curtain there is no time for 
humor unless you laugh for the 
benefit of the state.” 


Brogan says the Communists 
bar American comics not. only 
because they have to stick to 
their propaganda line that com- 
ics are a manifestation of a 
decadent society but because 
they fear the ideas that people 
back of the iron curtain might 
glean from the strips. 

“Take Blondie,” Brogan sug- 
gested. “Now Blondie and Dag- 
wood are just an average 
middle class American couple 
but they have a nice home, a 
bathtub, an automobile and elec- 
tric light. Dagwood is only a 
clerk but he and his family can 
live very well on his salary. Do 


,you think the Commies want 


the people behind the iron cur- 
tain to know that this is possi- 
ble in America? I should say 
not. It would cause too much 
unrest.” 

Of all the ‘countries of the 
world Sweden is our biggest 
buyer of comics. All Swedish 
newspapers of any size carry 
some American comics. But tak- 
en city by city, a recent survey 
shows, Buenos Aires leads the 
field in publication of American 
comics. In the Argentine capital 
newspapers carry more Ameri- 
can comics and adventure strips 
than do the newspapers of any 
city in the world, including New 
York, San Francisco and Chi- 


cago. 

Names of American comics 
are, naturally, frequently nation- 
alized, although Blondie remains 
Blondie in European papers Dag- 
wood is “Dagobert” to the 
French. The inventor of the 
famous Dagwood sandwich is, 
it seems, for Frenchmen the 
perfect modern counterpart of 
the aficient French King. Dag- 
obert celebrated in ballads for 
hig appearance in public with 
his trousers on backward. Henry 
is known variously as “Carozo 
Pimiento” (Peppercorn), “Cero 
Pelo” (No Hair), and “El Pibe 
Tachuela” (The Tintack Kid.) 
Joe Palooka, popular in Latin 
American countries is known as 
“Pancha Tronera”’; and _ the 
Jackson Twins en their 
readers under the title “Dalia y 
Dora.”

RANSLATING American 
T comics into other tongues 

poses some pretty tough 
problems for translators. Syndi- 
cates selling American comics 
prepare in New York the strips 
going to South American‘ coun- 
tries, Mexico and the West In- 
dies but for newspapers in the 
rest of the world the transla- 
tions are prepared in the var- 
ious countries -themselves by 
translators in the’ overseas of- 
fices of the syndicates. - 

One of the tough problems 
for the translator is how to 
translate Dogpatch dialect into, 
say, Swedish. Many a translator 
has held his aching head over 
such Li’l Abner observations as: 
“So wif thar appy-tizer o’ po’k 
chops, natcherly Mammy an’ 
Pappy wuz feelin’. intellyjunt.” 
But somehow the translators 
manage and American comics 
are read by the millions of for- 
eign newspaper readers in trans- 
lations that not only preserve 
the words but the spirit of the 
original strip. Translators have 
even come up with foreign lan- 
guage equivalents for such nor- 
mal comic language as phw, 
gosh, gee, gaw, yap, whew, nuts, 
yeah and natch. 

American comics strips and 
American movies are about 
equally responsible for the popu- 
larity of American slang and 
Yankee expressions abroad. 

In Japan alone three transla- 
tors work Blondie and Dag- 
wood for ‘various newspapers 
scattered throughout Japan. One 
translator from Kyushu puts im- 
peccably correct Japanese in the 
mouths of Blondie, Dagwood and 
other characters in the strip. 
Another, a Tokyo-born transla- 
tor, has Blondie and Dagwood 
speak in Tokyo-ese, which in 
Japan is something of the equiv- 
alent of Brooklynese in Ameri-

Before the war American 
comics were widely carried in 
Italian newspapers. Brogan tells 
an amusing story of what hap- 
pened to the Italian market. 

“Suddenly every comic strip 
and comic page we were selling 
in Italy except Mickey Mouse 
was discontinued and I went to 
Italy to investigate,” he laughs. 
“It seems that Dino Alfieri, 
minister of press and propaganda 
had told Mussolini that we were 
ridiculing Italians because in all 
our strips and pages our heroes 
were flaxen-haired blond Nordic 
types and all the villains wore 
big black mustaches. That still 
didn’t answer my question as 
to why the newspapers continued 
to carry Mickey Mouse. ‘They 
might have canceled that, too, 
in their anger. But I soon found 
out the reason. Mickey Mouse 
was Mussolini’s favorite comic 
strip.” 

Today American comics are 
again popular in Italy and the 
Italians are avid readers of 
Flash Gordon, Blondie and Rip- 
ley’s Believe It or Not. 

Printed in probably more for- 
eign languages than any other 
comic in the world, Blondie is 
translated even into Tagalog and 
Afrikaans. Joe Palooka is a great 
favorite in Argentina, Bolivia, 
Brazil, Barbados, the British 
West Indies and Trinidad. Dixie 
Dugan is growing increasingly 
popular in E] Salvador.

Although embarrassing incidents 
have been few, due to the skill 
of translators, one arose a few 
years back that took on major 
proportions. 

It seems that the translator of 
a certain strip going to Buenos 
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LANGUAGES, 


Aires turned out a very literal 
translation, even down to trans- 
lating the name painted on a 
briefcase carried by one of the 
characters in the strip. Six Ar- 
gentine papers printed the strip 
just as it was sent to them with- 
out catching the words innocent 
in English but in bad taste in 
Argentina and the following 
morning the New York office of 
the syndicate distributing the 
strip received six telegrams 
canceling service and threaten- 
ing lawsuits for “conspiring 
against public morals.” The in- 
cident was finally settled but 
not without some whopping big 
headaches for all involved. 


So great has become the 
market for American “tomics 
abroad that New York syndi- 
cates are looking for more 
comics to fill the demands of 
foreign clients. 


“America has become known 
for her comic strips like Eng- 
land has become known for 
wool, France for wine and 
Argentina for beef,” says Brogan. 
“I only wish we could find crea- 
tors for more good comic strips. 
It’s American comic strips that 
will keep the nations of the 
world in good humor.” 


Contract 
Bridge

HE extreme fanciness of 
some world-famous players 
is wondrous to behold. Take 
the following case for example. 
North was a player who stands 
near the top of the list of Life 
Masters of the American Con- 
tract Bridge League. 
North, dealer. 
hora 


West opened a heart: South 
won, cashed the top clubs, dis- 
carding the low heart, and led 
the diamond jack. East obliging- 
ly covered, and when West's 
king fell, declarer was the 
rather sheepish possessor of all 
the tricks. 

It is scarcely necessary to 
point out that failure to arrive 
at a small-slam contract con- 
ferred absolutely no credit on 
North-South. 

To repeat, the fanciness of 
North’s bidding from beginning 
to end is there for all eyes to 
see, but it must not be thought 
that your commentator absolves 
South in this fiasco. Far from 
it! But first, let’s take a second 
look at North’s bidding. 

The club opening, of course, 
was an instance of “anticipation” 
or “preparedness” carried to a 
preposterous extreme; the idea 
back of this start, no doubt, was 
to avoid having to rebid the 
spade suit if South responded 
to an opening spade with two 
of any other suit. As for the 
failure to bid one spade over 
one diamond—well, the reader’s 
guess is as good as any as to 
North’s motivation. 

But none of this explains 

South’s final action—te., final 
in more ways than one. The 
pass to North’s four-spade bid 
was utterly inexcusable. Also, 
it was utterly inconsistent with 
South’s previous estimate of the 
situation as expressed by his 
three-spade jump over one no- 
trump. If South thought that 
his holding warranted such 
action—and it did—then it was 
scarcely logical to stop at a 
mere game when North con- 
firmed the spade suit. If South 
could not steel himself to bid 
a slam, he surely could afford 
to suggest that slam by cue- 
bidding five hearts.
